During the fifty years sinee the first National Forests were get aside, 

the U.S. Forest Service has played a dramatic role in the establishmen’s of 

effective sommunications in the remote, back-country areas. Miles upon 

miles of telephone lines span the vast forest areas and thousands of 

telephones are in daily use in fire contrel work and general administration. 

In resent years these telephone facilities have been supplemented by some 

oe hundred portable volce radiophones specially Gealigned by the Forest 

Service to make communication more effective in the remote areze and on out= 


of-theeway forest fires, Sut even these extensive fecilities have not 


.. always proved completely adequate. Teo often firefighting crews and 


searching parties hunting Lest persons have been unable to maintain 
contact with heedquarters because of interfering mountains or low power, 
So now the Forest Service has placed its most recent radio development 

in the field; en sutomatle relay station that picks up the voice from 
Low-powered portable sets, automatically turns on its own transmitter and 


ts the volee to the main headquarters station with a powerful 


wave. Reeent reports from the fire fronts indicate that this radic robot 


ig proving a boon to forest officers and fire fighters in our National 
Forests.
